This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention. 

Species I, including claims 1 and 4-8. 

Species II, including claims 9-14. 

Species III, including claims 15 and 17-20. 

Species IV, including claims 21, 23 and 24. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 14, 2007, Applicants hereby 
elect Species I, with traverse. 

Species 1, 2, 3 and 4 each have common inventive themes. Namely, each of the claims 
suppresses side lobes for beams using a same communication resource and do not suppress in the 
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direction of different communication resources. Although each of the clamis has shghtly 
different preambles (claim 1 is directed to a method of preventing interference in a 
communication system, claim 9 is directed to a communication system, claim 15 is directed to a 
method of fo lining a communication system, and claim 21 recites a method of reducing 
interference between beams having side lobes), the common theme for suppressing side lobes 
using the same communication resource is set forth. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request 
the Examiner to withdraw the restriction requirement. 

Should the Examiner decide not to withdraw the restriction requirement, Applicants 
respectfully request the Examiner to combine more than one species such as species 1, 2 and 
possibly 3. 

In light of the amendments and remarks above, Applicants submit that all rejections are 
now overcome. The application is now in condition for allowance and expeditious notice thereof 
is earnestly solicited.
